Publishers on the 9th inst., with the names of those who signed them. 

The Committee have received numerous assurances of co-operation from 

Publishers in other cities, and we have several communications highly 
approving the movement. 


Whereas,—Experience and observation have convinced us that Book- 
Publishers cannot afford to sell on long credits, fur sundry reasons, pro- 
minent among which is the fact, that a large portion of their merchan- 
dise must, from the necessities of the case, be actually paid for in cash 
before it is sold; and Whereas, We confidently believe that short 
credits will prove greatly for the benefit not only of publishers and job- 
bers, but also of retailers; enabling the latter to abolish or shorten 
credits to consumers; placing the book-business throughout upon a 
sound healthy basis, lessening losses and preventing overtrading; there- 
fore, 

Resolved,—That we will sell, after pape | ist., 1858, on not longer 
than four months’ credit, requiring notes with current exchange on the 
city in which we respectively do business; also, 

Resolved,—That we will hereafter require the settlement of all Trade 
Accounts Quarterly; balances under one hundred dollars being payable 
in cash, and over that amount by note at three months, with current 
exchange.

From the Literary Gazette. 

Mr. Murray announces for publication in two volumes, “Letters, Des- 
patches, and other Documents relating to India, by Field Marshal the Duke 
of Wellington,” edited by the present Duke. These papers have not been 
hitherto published, and have been only discovered since the Duke’s death, 
and subsequent to the publication of the Wellington despatches, edited by 
Colonel Gurwood. Judging by the specimens which have long been before 
the public, these Indian papers will have great value and interest, especially 
now that all eyes are directed to what is passing in the East. Wellington 
was in India from 1798 to 1805. The patronage of his brother, the Earl of 
Mornington, afterwards the Marquis of Wellesley, Governor-General of India 
during that period, brought him early into important commands, in which he 
distinguished himself not less as a diplomatist than as a soldier. It has been 
remarked that his earliest letters and despatches bear the same stamp of en- 
ergy, good sense, and conscientious devotion to his duty, by which his latest 
writings and all his actions were characterized. These Indian papers will 
doubtless bear out this statement, while they will form a remarkable contri- 
bution to the history of the Anglo-Indian empire. 


It is announced from Paris that the “ Memoirs” of M. Guizot (we made 
known some months ago that they’ were in preparation) are to be published 
in January next. It is certain that they will be read with eager interest, 
and it is believed that they will throw great light on the men and things of 
the period from 1830 to 1848, during which the eminent statesman and 
writer played a leading part on the political stage. 


On the first of this month the Tyrolese poet, Michael Senn, died in Inn- 
spruck, having not quite completed his sixtieth year. His life is one of those 
melancholy histories of wasted talents, disappointed hopes, and an embittered 
spirit, which the world, alas! knows too well, and has seen too often. He 
was endowed by nature with no common gifts, and as a youth was received 
into the best literary circles of Vienna. Le was a friend of Schubert, for 
whom he composed many songs, among which we may mention the beautiful 
Schwanen Lied. The police looked with unfriendly eyes on this circle of 
clever and harmless friends. Senn was suspected and thrown into prison, 
where he lay for half a year. When once more set free he enlisted as a sol- 
dier, but the military career accorded little with his nature, and after some 
time he retired on a pension of 200 florins a year, about twenty pounds of 
English money. From this time his life was one series of misfortunes, which 
were in a great measure brought on him by his own soured temper. He 
sunk lower and lower, his best friends knew not how to please him, his life 
was blasted and desolate, and his noble intellect fell into decay. Lis poems 
were published in 1838, and amongst them are some that will not perish. 
A eyclus of poems called “ Napoleon and Fortune” have been compared to 
Cyclopmwan walls, which giants have piled together of unhewn blocks of 
granite. Rough and soured, lonely and almost forgotten as he was, Michael 
Senn’s name will yet be remembered now he has passed away for ever. 


Professor Sedgwick has resigned his professorship in the University of 
Cambridge, and the Vice-Chancellor has given notice that the vacancy will 
be filled on Tuesday, November 10th. The Woodwardian chair has been 
held by Professor Sedgwick for nearly forty years, his election having taken 
place in 1818. At that time Geology was comparatively a young science, 
and it is needless to remark how much is due to Professor Sedgwick’s oral 
expositions, whether by his more formal academical prelections, or his elo- 
quent, genial, and instructive speeches, for the advancement of this branch of 
ecientifie study. 


The obituary of this week records the death of a young author of consid- 
erable promise, the Rev. R. Alfred Vaughan, the son of the Rev. D. Vaughan, 
author of the Life of Wycliffe, and President of the Lancashire Independent 
College.” Mr. Vaughan highly distinguished himself in his career at the Lon- 
dou University. lis literary efforts chiefly consisted of articles contributed 
to the British Quarterly Review, of which his father is editor, but his work 
entitled * Hours with the Mystics” attracted notice, as displaying unusual 
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From Upsal, in Sweden, we learn that that university has lost one of her 
most celebrated professors, in the person of Professor Swaneborgen 
just died, at the age of fifty-one; also Reeter 
the “ Astonblad,” one of the cleverest and best eonducted newspapers of 
Stockholm, whe has fallen a victim to the cholera at the above-named town 
Herr Svedborn was a man of great learning and scientific knowledge, and his 
loas will be severely felt both in the political and literary world of his native 
country.

Jackson had 222. A larger number of non-resident as well as resident mem. 
bers of Convocation voted than is usual on such occasions, and ¢ 
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1 an interest wag 
manifested little less than during the election of members of Parliament, The 
old Wykhamists are said to have mustered strong for Dr. Jackson. We have 
every expectation that Dr. Acland’s appointment will be creditable and satis. 
tory to the University. 

With the commencement of the publishing season approaches that of the 
sales of literary property, of which there are already some important an. 
nouneements. Messrs. Sotheby and Wilkinson advertise for sale a portion of 
the library of W. C. Hazlitt, Esq., consisting of a selection of the best modern 
editions of historical, dramatic, and miscellaneous works. The library of the 
late W. H. Prinsep, Esq., which we believe is rich in books of philology and 
general literature, will be sold next month ; and the classical and theological 
library of the late Bishop Blomfield, including many works with his valuable 
manuscript annotations, Messrs. Sotheby and Wiikinson are also preparing 
catalogues of the library of the late Very Rev. Dean Conybeare, equally rich 
in scientific ane literary works, together with his collection of engravings 
and coins. The late Captain Graves, R.N., of Her Majesty’s surveying ow 
vice in the Mediterranean, had a choice collection of classical coins which 
will be sold about the same time. Artists and art connoisseurs will have a 
rare treat at the dispersion of the collection of the engravings of the late 
Charles Turner, A.R.A., who for half a century was distinguished for hig 
mezzotinto works. Many of the plates of his great contemporary J. W. M. 
Turner’s Liber Studiorum were by Charles Turner, and his last work was a 
portrait of the painter. His portraits from Sir Joshua Reynolds and Sir 
Thomas Lawrence are numerous, and many of them well known. This sale 
will take place in December. Messrs. Puttick and Simpson have several val- 
uable libraries and collections of manuscripts and autegraphs for sale this 
season, of the particulars of which due notice will be given.

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Two new volumes of the “Complete Works of Arago” have just been 
ublished in Paris; one is the fourth and last of “ Popular Astronomy,” and 
the other contains reports and notices of the eminent savant on the various 
uestions to be investigated in seientifie voyages. The number of volumes of 
the Complete Works now published is eleven, 

Important MSs. have been discovered in St. Gall, in Switzerland, con- 
cerning what is historically called the “ Mordnacht” (night of slaughter) in 
Zurich, in the year 1269, and the death of Wustling at the Wilderburg, in 
1338. 

On 28th September died in St. Petersburg Herr T. Smerdin. His career 
has been remarkable, and he has perhaps done more for the literature of 
Russia than any other person. Born in Moscow in 1795, he spent a long life 
in active usefulness, and his name will long be held in honor by his country- 
men. In 1825 he took the business of Herr Plawilshtschikow, a famous 
bookseller and publisher in St. Petersburg, and from that time he became 
the steady patron of literature. Almost all the works of any real value which 
have been published in Russia since 1825 have proceeded from his press; 
his name was a sanction for the worth of a book, as well as a security for its 
being carefully and beautifully printed.

Mr. S. Highley, so long known in London as a publisher of medical works, 
died a few days'since of softening of the brain ; he had for some time with- 
drawn from business. 


A Catalogue of all papers on Mathematics and Physics which are seattered 
through the Transactions of Learned Societies and various Periodicals, is said 
to be in preparation under the direction of the Royal Society. 

A new literary paper has lately been commtnced in Prague, edited by 
Herr Schiaidt Weissenfel, called Critische Bliitter. 

A new periodical in the Flemish language, the Baes Kempe, has appeared 
in Antwerp. 

A new journal devoted to mining and analogous subjects, under the appro- 
priate title of the Pick and Gad, has just been commenced. 

The Conway papers, numerous and comprehensive, and deeply interesting 
to students of English history, particularly of the period of Charles I., have, 
through the intervention of the late Mr. Croker, been placed in the British 
Museum. 

A correspondent of the A/‘henaum makes a suggestion to publishers, that 
the date at which a book was originally published should, in some form or 
other, appear as a matter of reference in every subsequent edition. This 
would be of little use, unless editors were careful to distinguish added pas- 
sages from those in the previous editions.

When tired with 
poring over French, Italian, and German verbs, 1 changed the course of my 
thoughts by diving down into the archives of the Credit Mobilier, the Bank 
of France, and the Bank of England. The moment I examined the statistics 
I thought I saw breakers ahead ; and having seen the leading merchants and 
bankers, from Melbourne to Manhattan, from Batavia to Amsterdam, from 
Canton to Constantinople,—having talked with peasant as well as prince, 
from Shanghai to Stockholm, from Hobart Town to London, from New South 
Woaleg to St. Petersburg, I came to the conclusion that the panic of 1857 must 
be more terrific than anything before! Why? Because the application of 
high pressure to machinery had been paralleled by a high pressure to finance, 
The moral world has shared the impetus of the physical; and there 
is a bursting of the boiler in the one case, as well as in the other. 
I found over-stocked markets everywhere, ruinous competition and ex- 
travagant living in all lands; no wonder it made me croak !—the raven was 
always “ at my chamber-door,—croaking, eroaking, evermore!” When a man 
of sense and observation was thrown into my company, I nailed him for a 
financial argument. TI talked on all sides of a Panic, to get from different 
minds sound views. Polities I diseussed with the Herald, finance with Hunt, 
and if Ihave foreshadowed what has come to pass, don’t think I am so 
egotistical as to take to myself any credit for particular foresight on the sub- 
ject. Llonly produced a digest from the minds of others. I talked with 
older men,—men who had notes to meet,---men, who could not see a panic 
coming, because it was not their interest, Neither was it mine. Yet I could 
not shut my eyes to the fact that was staring me in the face. When making 
assertions I gave the figures; when talking of a crisis, in the absence of facts 
I argued from reason; I marked the cause, and saw the effect: such views 
led me to examine the workings of commerce, and the more I sought, the 
less confidence I had in the future.”

The coming winter will furnish leisure to thou- 
sands of business men, which leisure can be improved in no way so profitably, so agreeably, 
or so cheerfully, as in reading of the ocean of our forefathers, and the manner in 
which those perplexities were met and overcome. 

Parton’s Life of Burr is in every respect an original and peculiar work; of absorbing 
interest, and possessing peculiar claims to the attertion of Americans. Some indication of 
its character and contents is afforded by the Author’s Preface, which we subjoin. 

PREFACE. 

The Story of Aaron Burr’s strange, eventiul life, which must possess interest for the 
American people always, I attempt to tell, because no one else has told it, 

Few men have been more written about than he; but, generally, by partisans, oppo- 
nents, or enemies. The life of Burr, by the late Mr. M L, Davis, as it contains a great 
number of Colonel Burr’s letters, and many documents respecting him and his doings in 
the world, has a value of its own, which publications like the present can not diminish. 
But the story of the man’s life is not to be extracted from those volumes, for the simple 
reason that it is not contained in them. One may read Mr. Davis’s work, and Burr's 
European Diary, and the Report of his Trial for Treason, making in all more than three 
thousand octavo pages, and still be utterly unable to decide what manner of man he was, 
and what, in the great crisis of bis life, he either did or meant to do, I can confidently 
appeal to any one who has gone through those six ponderous volumes, to confirm the as- 
sertion, that they leave Aaron Burr, at last, to the consideration of the reader, a bafiling 
enigma! 

To have condensed the information contained in those thousands of pages into asingle 
volume of convenient size and price, would have been itself a justifiablework. Much more 
than that has been dune. To complete my intormation, I have resorted to the folluwing 
additional sources: . 

First, the Literature of the period, and, particularly the Memoirs and Letters of public 
characters, who were the rivals and associates of Burr. The correspondence of Jetierson, 
Hamilton, and John Adams has, of course, been of the most essential service. 

Secondly, the newspapers of Burr’s day, Great numbers of these are preserved, 
among other priceless treasures, in the library of the New York Historical Society, for 
access to which I am indebted to Mr. Moore, the obliging librarian of that institution. 

Thirdly, Aaron Burr himself. 

I never saw Aaron Burr, though in my early childhood I have played marbles before 
his door, and looked with curiosity upon the old-fashioned dull brass knocker that bore 
his name; having vaguely heard that some terrible old man, whom nobody would speak 
to, lived there all alone. The information that I have derived from Burr himself comes to 
me through bis surviving friends and connections. 

So superior is spoken to written language, that a few hours’ close conversation with 
people who were really intimate with Colonel Burr, threw just the needed light upon his 
character and conduct, which ransacked libraries had failed to shed. But for sych conver- 
sations, | should never have understgod the man nor his career. During the last three 
years, | have been in the habit of conversing familiarly with many of those who associated 
with him during the last twenty or thirty years of his life, receiving at every interview 
some addition to my stock of anecdote and reminiscence. Burr had a remarkable memory, 
and, with persons whom he liked and trusted, was fond of conversing upon the events of 
his career; the whole story of which, at one time and another, be told them many times 
over. With all his faults, he was never given to self-vindication. He was one of those 
men who naturally make themselves out to be worse than they are, rather than better. He 
told the anecdotes of his life merely as anecdotes, The impression which they made upon 
those who heard them was such, that many ot his stories they still relate in the very words 
he used, and with imitations of the look and gesture that accompanied each phrase. Burr’s 
own view of the leading transactions of his life has thus been imparted to me, 

Neither of my informants knew what any other of them had told me, or would tell me. 
The general concurrence, as well of the facts they gave, as of the opinions they entertained 
of the man, and their feelings toward him, was remarkable. The discordance and contra- 
dictions begin only when the inher circle of those who ‘now is lett, and the outer one of 
those who hava heard, js entered. To Burr's surviving friends, then, 1 chiefly owe it that 
1 have been able to extricate his story from the falsehoods in which it was embedded. 

Others, whoeze acquaintance with him wasslight and accidental, and some who merely 
saw him in public situations, have also given me interesting information. The patient 
courtesy of many distinguished gentlemen to a stranger who could never make the slight- 
est return of their kindness, greatly enhanced the obligation which they conferred. 

Such are the sources from which the following narrative has been derived. All of 
them have been used—none followed, 

It may occur to some readers, that the good in Burr is too conspicuously displayed, or 
his faults too lightly touched, in this volume. To such I desire to say that, in my opinion, 
it is the good in a man who goes astray, that ought most to oe and warn his fellow- 
men. To suppress the good qualities and deeds of a Burr is only less immoral than to sup- 

ress the faulta ofa Washington. In either case, the practical use of the Example is lost. 
ho can hope to imitate a perfect character? Who fears that he shall ever resemble an 
unredeemed villain? 

Besides, Aaron Burr has had hard measure at the hands of his countrymen. By men 
far beneath him, even in moral respects, he has been most cruelly and basely belied. Let 
the trath of his marvellous history be told at last. If, here and there, my natural and just 
indignation at the unworthy eng to which his name has been subjected, has biased 
me slightly in his favor, the error, I trust, will not be thought unpardonable. Aaron Burr 
was no angel ; he was nodevil; he was a man, and a—filibuster. 

The period during which Burr was a public man is the most interesting in the history 
of the United States, after the Revolution. It was then that Old Things in this country 
really passed away, Then arose the conquering Democratic Party. Then America be- 
came America. Weare still only reaping what was sown in those twelve years, and squll 
for a very long time to come. Nothing considerable has occurred in American politics 
since the election of Jefferson and Burr in 1800—though one or two considerable things 
have been gallantly attempted.

While many of the books in use are ad- 
mitted to possess great merits in some respects, none has been found altogether satisfactory 
asa Text-Book. The author of this work, having learned by his own experience ag q 
teacher of the science in one of our most flourishing colleges what was most to be desired 
has here underiaken to supply the want.

The distinguished anthorcse, Mra. Cowden Clarke, has given an analytical disquisition 
of the most noted women that have figured in the world from the year 69 B. C., down to 
the cons time. She says in her Preface: It is interesting to consider the individuality 
marking dach; and the curious variety of respective distinction which has set those per- 
sonages apart, as either renowned or notorious, above the ordinary range of their sister- 
hood. They are not so much types of a class of women, as types of particular 
womanly attributes; and far from them all being looked upon as models—they are, in 
some instances, to be held up as beacons of warning. With this borne in mind, it affords a 
fascinating study to contemplate a woman like Cleopatra,—that “ Serpent of Old Nile,”— 
she who held Mare Anthony’s heart in thrall, and “caught him in her strong toil of grace ;”
